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Negro Newspapers Hake a Telling Fight 

Negroes Gaining Ground 


The failure to pass the numerous 
miscegination bills introduced in 
several of the Northern states this 
year, is unmistakable evidence that 
the Negro vote is beginning to be 
respected. The proganda in 
charge of spreading jim crowism 
into the Northern and Western 
states received a terrible set-back 
by the failure of the above named 
bill. The defeat of these cowardly 
measures aimed at the Negroes 
of the country were undoubtedly 
due to the 600,000 colored voters 
that strayed from the Republican 
party last fall. These voters said 
to the legislators of the state 
legislatures in which these bills 
were introduced: “Eve^ member 
who votes in favor of these infam¬ 
ous measures will meet our solid 
hostility at the polls. We 600,000 
voters are slaves now, to no party 
and will fall like a thunderbolt 
against any men or set of men 
who dare attack our rights. ” 

The colored voters have the key 
to the situation, which, If properly 
used, will put an end to hostile 
legislation, whether state or na¬ 
tional. The demagogue who in¬ 
troduces in your state legislature 
a measure that will in any way 
abridge your rights, call upon the 
fair-minded members regardless of 
party to defeat it. And 
every man who votes in favor of 
it, wage relentless war against him 
every time he bobs up for office 
till he is forced into private life. 

Besides this, see that the Negro 
vote is cast only for men who are 
willing to give the Negro manly 
consideration. And if doubt ex¬ 
ists in this matter, give the candi¬ 
date the benefit of the doubt by 


voting for neither. If this process 
is followed by the Negro voters 
in every community where they 
have votes, enough members w’ll 
soon be elected to every lawmaking 
body in the states in which the 
Negroes live, to not only prevent 
the passage of hostile legislation, 
but to prevent even the introduc¬ 
tion of such measures. With the 
Negroes’ rights safe-guarded in the 
states in which he lives, he can 
soon make his influence felt in 
national halls of congress 
to the end, that disfranchise¬ 
ment, lim crowism and peonage 
would be blotted out in this country 
forever. The Negro voters have 
the balance of power in enough of 
the Northern and Western states 
of the Union to shape the national 
legislation of the country. With 
these votes properly handled, the 
Negro can rid the country of all 
class legislation, whether North 
or South and while securing for 
himself an even break, lie would 
relieve the white men of this 
country from the handicap of their 
own narrow prejudices. 

SOME SPLENDID VICTORIES 
ACHIEVED 


The miscegination bills intro¬ 
duced in low?, and Ohio were de¬ 
feated at the request of the colored 
voters of those states. In New 
York, the Levy bill, which pre¬ 
vents discrimination in all hotels 
and other places of public accomo¬ 
dation, was passed by a Democratic 
legislature and signed by Gov. 
Sulzer, a Democrat. A bill which 
creates a colored regiment 
in that state, was also passed by 


the same legislature has been 
signed by Gov. Sulzer. 

This same measure had been 
before Republican legislatures of 
that state for several sessions 
which failed to pass it, fearing 
that some white person would be 
offended. 

The Ohio legislature, which de¬ 
feated the recent miscegination bill 
is also Democratic. We mention 
the political complexion of the 
states of New York and Ohio 
merely to emphasize the fact that 
wherever the Negro possesses the 
manhood to vote independently, 
his rights are practically safe. 

The school segregation bill intro¬ 
duced in the last assembly of this 
state by Mr. Moorehouse, a Re¬ 
publican from Imperial county, 
was killed in the Committee on 
Education at the request of the 
colored voters. Mr. Moorehouse 
will never be able to poll any con¬ 
siderable number of Negro' votes 
in this state. If Mr. Moorehouse 
should ever want a political job 
that requires the franchises of 
the voters outside of his county, 
he will be fought to a finish by 
the Negroes. 

In this city the Negroes, by the 
defeat of Mr. Shenk, candidate 
for Mayor, achieved one of the 
greatest victories in the history 
of the state. Mr. Shenk repre¬ 
sented the jim crow party of the 
city and state, which, although 
put in power by the Negro voters, 
sought to profit by propagating 
race segregation. Despite the fact 
that Mr. Shenk had the support 
of the combined daily papers and 
the Church Federation, the Ne¬ 
groes, who have the balance of 
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power, threw their strength to 
Judge Rose, placed him on the 
ticket and elected him Mayor. 
Mr. Shenk’s political career is 
ended. 


THE NATIONAL INDUSTRIAL 
ORPHAN SCHOOL 

This home and school is the only 
institution of its kind on the Pa¬ 
cific Coast devo'ced to ohe care and 
training of colored orphans and 
others commited to its care. The 
girls are given a thorough training 
in domestic science with the view 
of making them self supporting. 
This institution, situated at 303 
Willard Place, Pasadena, has some 
50 bright girl inmates who are re¬ 
ceiving the best care ami training 
that the limited resources of the 
institution can give. As the number 
of inmates are being increased from 
time to time, the institution is not 
only in need of more dormitories, 
but more money to meet its grocery 
bills. At a recent meeting held at 
The Liberator office the trustees 
decided to open a campaign to 
raise $5,000 with which to buy 
land on which to establish a per¬ 
manent plant. They have already 
offered them land with some im¬ 
provements suitable for che Home 
for $9,000. With $5,000 in hand 
they can get possession of the 
property an.d proceed xo make per¬ 
manent suitable improvements. 

We have in this State a large 
number of wealthy colored people, 
many of whom have no childien, 
and who could contribute from 
$1 000 to $500 and thus provide 
homes for many children whose 
dead parents have left them upon 
the cold charities of this world. 
The colored people in California are 
the best fixed in the United States, 
and they should see to it thau every 
Negro child in this Suace be given, 
a chance to make good. 

We earnestly request colored men 
and women of means to look into 
this institution with a view of 
putting it on a permanent basis.

WINS CIVIL RIGHTS CASE 

New York, May 22.—On May 
20, B. G. Hull of this city secured 
judgment against the Eighty-sixth 
street theatre in the municipal 
court before Judge Marks. The 
proprietors alleged that they had 
never discriminated and made many 
false statements, but the judge 
found that Hull and companions 
had been discriminated against and 
gave a judgment for $100. Ever 
since Hull started the suit, colored 
people can have boxes or anything 
else. The district attorney now 
has the case, and criminal proceed¬ 
ings are soon to be held. Mayor 
Gaynor also took action when Hull 
wrote to him through the office of 
commissioner of accounts, which is 
to bring the criminal action against 
the theatre, which may cause the 
theatre to lose its license.

Piety versus Hypocrisy 

Among other things Rev. Baker 
P. Lee said: 

“Whoever arrays class against 
class is an anarchist. Theology is 
not religion, and piety, when it 
degenerates into pietism, is close 
kin to hypocrisy, and the mere 
ritualist is in the same narrow 
groove as the rutualist. Above all 
political parties and selfish ambition, 
is the welfare of our fellowmen. 

“Everywhere that we see the in¬ 
complete and undeveloped is a chal¬ 
lenge to our best manhood and hon¬ 
est effort. The great test of charac¬ 
ter is the way in which we meet the 
ordinary duties of our daily life. It 
is far easier to be in, or even lead, 
a charge ax Balaklava, Waterloo, or 
Gettysburg, than to be able to say 
‘No’ to selfish interests and worldly 
ambition. 

“We have recently passed through 
the throes of a civic election and we 
are proud of the discipline and self- 
restraint of our people, no arrests, 
no drunkenness or rioting, and yet 
it was by no means a lifeless election. 

“If only we could lift our polities 
from the slime of mud slinging into 
the broad, big platform of an honest 
game, a fair fight without invective 
or libel, for invective is not argu¬ 
ment, nor is falsification logic and 
truth is very sick when she has to 
walk on crutches. In this election 
the people thought for themselves 
and voted as they thought. We 
have a splendid call from all over 
California, ‘God grant us men!’ 
Men who are above petty politics, 
tall men, sun-crowned, who will 
not be governed by a machine or a 
demagogue, and this cry will soon 
take definite shape when Los An¬ 
geles is called upon to furnish the 
next Governor of the State, and 
so confident do I feel of the record 
that will be made by our Mayor- 
elect, that our Rose of real manhood 
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will find his place in the chair at 
Sacramento. 

Constructive Morality. 

/'Negative morality will sterilize 
every germ of latent manhood, 
while positive virtue will electrify 
and uplift us to the noble and the 
Godlike. It is not so much to crush 
the natural as it is to love the 
spiritual, and this is a truth to be 
taught from the council chamber 
as well as the pulpit. 

"Any idiot can tear down; let us 
build up. Let us ask the good God 
to give us wise and understanding 
hearts, teach us His will and give 
us grace and grit to do it, and we, 
the people of this city, will stand by

MR. NOAH D. THOMPSON A 
REAL BENEFACTOR 


Mr. Noah D. Thompson, who 
lives quietly on his splendid proper¬ 
ty at 55th and Long Beach avenue, 
is a real race benefactor. Where- 
ever he goes about the* city he is 
ever on the lookout for openings for 
members of the race. On several 
occasions when he saw new business 
houses just preparing to open, he 
sought out the managers and gave 
them to understand that the plac¬ 
ing of a colored person in the estab¬ 
lishment would be highly appre¬ 
ciated by the colored people. In 
this way he has secured a number of 
paying positions for young colored 
women who were idle. 

In a similar manner he visited 
the Vernon Basket Factory, a re¬ 
cent establishment three blocks 
from the Furlong tract. After an 
interview with Mr. Thompson, the 
manager agreed to employ 15 col¬ 
ored girls, of which number 9 are 
already employed, leaving an open¬ 
ing for 6 more. A number of col¬ 
ored school girls are employed 
there who earn. 50 to 75 cents per 
day after school hours. Mr. Thomp¬ 
son is an old employee of the Tus- 
kegee Institute and is still enfused 
with the Tuskegee spirit.
